evolved formulas for water-proofing 
which are in extensive use today. As 
an inventor he patented a coke oven 
aud a starch which makes lace cur­ 
tains fireproof.

while commemorating 
the death of her mother on the sec­ 
ond day of May, that the day, falling 
in a season of hive sky and Lowers 
might he well set arride as an annual 
festival upon which a due tribute of 
affection and remembrance should be 
rendered to all mothers. This was in 
1907. 
Miss Jarvis began a campaign of 
personal appeal In men prominent in

served in 1910 not only in Philadel- 
>hia but iii many other cities. 
In May, 1913, a resolution passed 
in congress and the senate commend­ 
ing the observance of the day.

New York, May 4.—Gen. Daniel E. 


Sickles died at his home shortly after 


9 o’clock last night. 
His wife was at 
bis bedside. 
General Sickles and Mrs. Sickles, 
who was the veteran’s second wife. 
had been estranged for many years, 
and were united through the efforts 
of General Sickles’ son. only after all 
hope for his recovery had been allan- 
dotted. 
General Sickles was the last of the 
great commanders who fought in the 
battle of Gettysburg. 
The gruff old 
warrior, with one leg shot away in 
battle, his massive head resembling 
Bismarck’s, was a picturesque figure 
as he hobbled along on crutches dur­ 
ing the last half century of his turbu­ 
lent life. 
Born in New* York city in 
I aes, Sickles, at the age of 22, fought 
the whigs as a democrat in the New 
York legislature. 
At 28 he displayed 
his fightings spirit as corporation at­ 
torney of New York. 
It was he who 
obtained for this city its great Cen­ 
tral park. 
At this time his military career be­ 
gan as major in the Twelfth regiment. 
National Guard. New York. 
Before he was .32 years old Major 
Sickles had served as secretary of 
the legation at London under Minis 
ter James Buchanan; he had won a 
state senatorship through 
a 
bitter 
campaign and he was seated in the 
Thirty-fifth congress at Washington 
It was at this time that an evei# 
occurred wTiich became the sensation 
of tho day. 
Sickles had begun hfr 
second term as congressman, in 1859 
when the national capital was stirred 
by the news that the young represen 
tative from New York had shot and 
killed Philip Barton Key, the United 
Stites district attorney for the Dis 
trict. of Columbia. 
Sickles declared that Key had mis 
led Mrs. Sickles, who was Theres? 
Pagroli, daughter of an Italian musie 
tPH^her. The trial lasted twenty days 
ending in the acquittal of Sickles on 
the ground of the “unwritten law.’’ 
He then took his wife back. 
“I am not aware of any statute or

code of morals,” said Sickles to his 
critics* “which makes it infamous to 
forgive a woman. 
I can now’ see, in 
the 
almost 
universal 
denunciation 
with which she is followed 
to 
my 
threshold, the misery and peril from 
which I have rescued the mother of 
my daughter. 
I shall strive to prove 
to all that an erring wife and mother 
may be forgiven and redeemed,” 
Mrs Sickles died of a broken heart 
a few* years later.

The Pennsylvania railroad system 
retired ninety-seven employes on pen­ 
sions in April, 1914, the largest num­ 
ber ever retired in any one month 
since the pension plan was establish­ 
ed. 
Among them are a general su­ 
perintendent and an assistant to a 
vice president, who was also a former 
general manager of the railroad. 
These men have been retired upon 
exactly the same conditions as con­ 
trol the case of a track walker or a 
brakeman. 
One woman employe, Jo­ 
sephine Miller, was among those re­ 
tired. 
She had been 
employed 
at 
Lancaster, Pa., for thirty-three years. 
Six of these employes who have 
just retired Trave been on the pay roll 
more than fifty years, fourteen others 
more than forty-five years, and thirty 
others more than forty years. 
The Pennsylvania 
railroad’s 
plan 
provides that the entire pension shall 
be paid by the company. 
Every em­ 
ploye must retire at the age of 70, or 
in case of physical disability, at the 
age of 65.
